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MAJOR  LEAGUE  BASEBALL 


Thomas  A.  Yawkey 

President 


The  Yawkey  era  in  Boston  baseball  history  enters  its 
37th  year  in  1970,  and  prospects  are  possibly  better 
than  they  ever  were  in  the  previous  36  years  under  the 
direction  and  ownership  of  Thomas  Austin  Yawkey. 

Through  the  year  since  1933  when  “T.A.”  took  over 
an  insecure  franchise  in  Boston  and  built  it  into  one 
of  the  most  successful  in  the  game,  there  have  been 
many  disappointments  and  some  thrills  for  the  dean 
of  American  League  owners.  The  playoff  loss  to 
Cleveland  in  1948,  and  the  final  disastrous  weekend 
at  the  hands  of  the  Yankees  in  1 949,  were  major 
disappointments.  They  were  offset  somewhat  with 
the  pennant  winner  in  1 946,  but  compensated  even 
more  with  “The  Impossible  Dream”  of  1967,  which 
Mr.  Yawkey  described  as  “My  biggest  thrill  ever 
with  the  Red  Sox.” 

Actually  the  1967  championship  could  be  traced  to 
the  organizational  changes  which  Tom  Yawkey  had 
instituted  during  the  1960’s  in  the  minor  league  system 
and  in  player  development  generally  while  the  club 
was  in  the  second  division.  The  bright  prospects 
for  1970  are  another  result  of  the  changes  made 
earlier. 

Looking  back  through  the  years  of  the  Yawkey  era, 
there  have  been  three  distinct  patterns  of  ownership  — 
in  the  30’s  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of  his  good 
friend  and  longtime  associate,  the  late  Eddie  Collins, 
Yawkey  purchased  established  stars,  such  as  Hall 
of  Famers  Jimmy  Foxx,  Lefty  Grove,  Joe  Cronin  and 
others  and  soon  made  the  Red  Sox  a  regular 
powerhouse  club  in  the  league.  Ted  Williams  joined 
the  club  in  1939  and  except  for  the  wartime  years, 
the  Red  Sox  in  this  second  phase  were  perennial 
challengers  through  the  late  1940’s  and  the  1950’s. 
However,  in  this  period,  in  an  attempt  to  develop  a 
stronger  supporting  cast  for  Williams,  bonus  money 
was  lavished  on  untried  youngsters,  most  of  whom 
proved  to  be  disappointments. 

The  surge  to  the  top  in  1967  and  the  outlook  for  1970 
with  home  developed  stars  like  Carl  Yastrzemski, 


Rico  Petrocelli,  Mike  Andrews,  Tony  Conigliaro, 

Reggie  Smith,  George  Scott,  etc.  fit  the  third  pattern 
when  the  scouting  system  and  the  farm  system  were 
reorganized  until  now  the  Red  Sox  are  rated  as  having 
a  good  share  of  the  finest  young  talent  in  the  game 
today. 

Through  all  the  36  years,  in  good  days  and  bad,  Tom 
Yawkey’s  interest  in  baseball  has  never  lessened, 
and  his  love  for  the  game  and  its  progress  has  been 
frequently  acknowledged  by  his  fellow  owners.  He 
has  been  a  Vice  President  of  the  American  League 
since  1956  and  has  served  on  baseball’s  Executive 
Council. 

Born  in  Detroit,  February  21, 1903,  his  baseball  interest 
got  started  early.  His  foster-father,  and  uncle,  William 
H.  Yawkey,  the  famed  industrialist,  was  president  and 
owner  of  the  Detroit  Tigers  in  Tom’s  earliest  years. 

With  a  star-studded  Tiger  team  to  watch,  including 
the  immortal  Ty  Cobb,  his  interest  in  the  game 
deepened.  He  played  himself  at  Irving  School  and 
later  at  Yale  University,  and  still  plays  lively  “pepper” 
games  at  Fenway  Park  when  the  Red  Sox  are  on  the 
road. 

One  of  the  first  things  he  did  when  he  took  over  the 
Red  Sox  in  1933  was  to  remodel  Fenway  Park  into  what 
it  is  today  —  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  most 
comfortable  and  best  kept  parks  in  the  nation,  and 
also,  possibly  the  last  baseball  park  in  the  nation 
where  fans  can  really  feel  close  to  the  action. 

Witness  the  almost  six  million  fans  who  have  paid 
their  way  into  famous  Fenway  in  the  last  three  years, 
because  “Being  There  is  Twice  the  Fun!” 

His  Eminence,  Richard  Cardinal  Cushing  of  Boston 
once  described  Tom  Yawkey  as  Boston’s  “Mr. 
Baseball,”  not  only  for  his  accomplishments  with  the 
Red  Sox,  but  also  for  his  untiring  work  as  president 
of  the  “Jimmy  Fund”  of  Boston,  the  popular  name 
of  the  Children’s  Cancer  Research  Foundation, 
which  has  raised  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  to  help  find  the  cure  for  cancer  in  children.

Executive  Vice-President  —  General  Manager 

The  1970  season  is  the  24th  in  Dick  O’Connell’s  association  with 
the  Red  Sox,  starting  with  his  first  position  as  the  business  manager 
of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  in  the  old  New  England  League  in  1946. 

Very  few  men  in  the  game  have  had  the  opportunity  to  master  every 
phase  of  professional  baseball  that  O’Connell  had  as  he  climbed 
through  the  front  office  ranks.  In  1949  he  became  home  secretary 
of  the  Red  Sox  and  moved  up  to  director  of  park  operations  two 
years  later. 

He  became  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  all  business 
operations  of  the  club  after  the  1960  season  and  took  over  as 
General  Manager  including  the  baseball  operations  late  in  the 
1965  season.  After  the  miracle  1967  season  he  was  named  the 
major  league  Executive  of  the  Year. 

In  just  a  few  years  he  has  earned  recognition  as  a  master  trader, 
starting  with  the  acquisition  of  Gary  Bell  and  Jerry  Adair,  big  fac¬ 
tors  in  the  pennant  drive  of  1967.  In  1968,  it  was  Ray  Culp  and  Dick 
Ellsworth,  acquired  for  practically  nothing,  who  became  16  game 
winners  for  Boston,  and  for  1970,  it’s  the  arrival  of  Gary  Peters 
which  makes  the  Red  Sox  a  strong  contender  for  a  pennant. 

O’Connell  was  born  in  Winthrop,  Mass,  on  September  19,1914.  He 
graduated  from  Boston  College  in  19-37  and  received  his  master’s 
degree  there  a  year  later.  After  playing  both  baseball  and  football 
in  high  school  and  college,  he  became  a  teacher-coach  before 
entering  the  U.S.  Navy  in  1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  area  in  World  War 
II,  he  played  a  vital  part  in  the  planning  for  all  Pacific  invasions 
from  1943  to  1945.  Married  and  the  father  of  three,  Dick  lives  in 
Belmont,  Mass. 


Haywood  C.  Sullivan 

Vice-President,  Player  Personnel 

Genial  “Sully”  at  34  was  one  of  professional  baseball’s 
youngest  executives  when  he  accepted  the  post  of 
Vice  President  of  the  Red  Sox  in  November,  1965,  and 
his  help  in  engineering  Red  Sox  trades  in  1967  earned 
him  recognition  in  the  voting  for  Executive  of  the  Year. 


Actually,  it  was  a  return  to  Boston  for  Haywood,  who 
had  been  first  signed  for  the  Red  Sox  as  a  highly 
promising  catcher  by  Neil  Mahoney  off  the  campus 
of  the  University  of  Florida  in  1952.  A  slipped  disc 
suffered  in  1958  shortened  his  career  considerably, 
and  he  retired  as  an  active  player  with  Kansas  City 
after  the  1963  season.  After  managing  successfully  in 
the  Athletic  minor  league  system  in  1964,  he  was  made 
manager  of  the  A’s  in  mid  1965,  but  accepted  the  Red 
Sox  position  that  Fall  as  a  new  challenge. 


John  F.  Donovan,  Jr. 

Vice-President  —  Administration 

A  graduate  of  Holy  Cross  College  and  Boston  College 
Law  School,  Donovan  became  a  vice-president  of 
the  Red  Sox  in  1968.  He  first  worked  for  the  Red  Sox 
as  clubhouse  attendant  and  bat  boy  in  1946,  and 
through  the  years  had  considerable  experience  in 
the  Red  Sox  ticket  office  until  his  law  school 
graduation  in  1957. 


Born  in  Donalsonville,  Georgia  on  December  15, 1930, 
he  later  starred  in  baseball,  basketball  and  football 
at  Dothan,  Alabama  high  school.  At  Florida  he  was 
all-conference  in  baseball  and  football,  and  was  rated 
an  outstanding  pro  football  prospect  at  quarterback 
before  signing  with  the  Red  Sox. 

Married,  with  three  children,  he  resides  in  Canton, 
Mass. 


A  practicing  attorney  since  that  time,  John  was 
elected  a  state  representative  in  1963  and  served  in 
the  Massachusetts  General  Court  until  1968.  A  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  and  Federal  Bars,  he  handles 
the  many  and  varied  legal  questions  which  confront 
a  professional  sports  team  today. 

Born  August  21, 1931  in  Chelsea,  Mass.,  he  still 
resides  there  with  his  wife  and  four  children.

The  Manager  and  Coaches 
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THE  MANAGER 


Edward  Michael  (Eddie)  Kasko 

Born:  June  27,  1931,  Linden,  N.J.  Ht.:  6r;  Wt.:  185  lbs.  Brown  eyes, 
Brown  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Richmond,  Va.  Married 
Catherine  Bache,  February  15,  1958.  Children:  Michael,  10  years  and 
James,  six  years.  Acquired  by  Red  Sox,  April  3,  1966  for  Felix  Mantilla 
from  Houston. 

He  becomes  the  29th  Red  Sox  manager  after  guiding 
Louisville  to  a  second  place  finish  in  the  International 
League  in  1969.  In  his  two  previous  years  as  a  triple  A 
manager,  Louisville  finished  sixth  in  1968  and  Toronto 
finished  sixth  in  1967. 

His  promotion  marks  the  second  time  he  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  Dick  Williams,  taking  the  Toronto  reins  after 
Williams  came  to  Boston  in  1967. 

Eddie  first  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a 
utility  infielder  in  1966,  after  nine  seasons  with  the  St. 
Louis  Cardinals,  Cincinnati  Reds  and  Houston  Astros. 


His  best  years  were  with  the  Reds,  when  he  was 
named  their  Most  Valuable  Player  in  1960,  batting  .292, 
and  helped  them  to  the  1961  National  League  pennant. 
He  became  the  Astros’  first  captain  in  1965. 

He  first  broke  into  organized  baseball  in  1949  with 
Baltimore  of  the  International  League,  after  graduating 
from  Linden  High  School  in  1948.  After  six  minor 
league  seasons,  interrupted  by  two  years  as  a  combat 
engineer  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  he  came  up  to  the  majors 
with  St.  Louis  in  1957. 

Several  of  the  younger  Red  Sox  players  on  the  present 
roster  came  under  his  direction  during  the  past  three 
years,  where  they  admired  his  mild,  but  firm,  approach 
to  managing.  He  also  gained  respect  from  many  other 
members  of  the  Red  Sox  when  he  was  their  teammate 
in  1966. 


THE  COACHES 

Edward  J.  (Eddie)  Popowski 

Born:  Aug.  20,  1913  at  Sayreville,  N.J.  Ht.:  5'4",  Wt.;  155  lbs.  Bats  and 
Throws:  Right.  Married,  Mary  Joan  Howley,  Dec.  26,  1941.  Blue  eyes, 
Brown  hair.  Home:  Sayreville,  N.  J.  Children:  Carol  25,  Terry  23,  Ricky 
16,  Randy  14,  Sherry  13. 

He  returns  for  his  fourth  season  as  the  Red  Sox  third 
base  coach  and  the  only  holdover  from  Dick  Williams’ 
staff.  “Pop”  has  spent  over  30  years  in  the  Red  Sox 
organization  as  player,  scout,  manager  and  coach.  In 
20  years  of  minor  league  managing,  his  clubs  finished 
out  of  the  first  division  only  six  times  and  he  directed 
four  pennant  winners,  the  latest  in  1965  when  he  won 
the  Eastern  League  title  at  Pittsfield.  For  several  years 
prior  to  becoming  a  coach  he  managed  the  Red  Sox 
entry  in  the  Florida  Instructional  League. 

Donald  Eugene  (Don)  Lenhardt 

Born:  Oct.  4,  1922  at  Alton,  III.  Ht.;  6'3";  Wt.:  190.  Green  eyes,  Blond 
hair.  Home:  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Married  Isabel  Fracchia,  Oct.  27,  1951. 
Children:  Patricia  Ann,  17  years. 

Returns  to  Boston,  where  he  last  played  in  1954,  as 
first  base  coach  and  batting  instructor,  and  after  serv¬ 
ing  as  a  Red  Sox  scout  in  Missouri,  Illinois  and  Iowa 
since  1957.  In  the  Navy  during  World  War  II,  Don  later 
played  five  years  in  the  major  leagues  as  an  outfielder, 
first  baseman  and  third  baseman  with  the  St.  Louis 
Browns,  White  Sox,  Tigers  and  Boston.  He  finished  his 
active  playing  career  in  the  Red  Sox  system  with  San 
Francisco  in  1956. 

In  addition  to  his  scouting  duties  he  has  served  as 
batting  instructor  in  all  Red  Sox  minor  league  camps 
in  Ocala  since  1961  and  also  has  been  a  coach  for 
several  years  with  the  fall  instructional  club.  Lifetime 
in  the  majors,  he  had  a  .271  batting  average  with  61 
home  runs  and  239  runs  batted  in. 


Charles  Thomas  (Broadway  Charlie) 
Wagner 

Born:  Dec.  3,  1912,  Reading,  Pa.  Ht.:  5'11";  Wt.  175  lbs.  Blue  eyes, 

Black  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Reading,  Pa.  Married 
Elynor  Becker,  Oct.  10,  1942.  Children:  Craig,  19  years. 

Another  long-time  organization  man  who  returns  to  a 
major  league  uniform  for  the  first  time  since  he 
pitched  for  the  Red  Sox  pennant  winning  team  of  1946. 
Since  that  time,  he  was  assistant  farm  director  from 
1947  through  1960,  a  special  assignment  scout  for  the 
past  10  years,  and  ever  since  1947,  Charlie  has  served 
as  a  spring  training  pitching  coach  and  instructor  with 
Red  Sox  triple  A  teams. 

He  broke  into  the  Red  Sox  system  with  Charlotte  of 
the  Piedmont  League,  and  finally  came  to  the  Red  Sox 
to  stay  in  1941 .  After  two  good  years  when  he  won 
26  and  lost  19,  he  enlisted  in  the  Navy  for  three  years 
and  returned  for  brief  relief  action  with  the  1946  pen¬ 
nant  winners,  before  moving  into  the  front  office.

Without  question  he  fashioned  the  “Comback  Story”  of  the 
year  in  major  league  baseball  in  1969,  when  he  returned  to 
fulltime  action  after  a  miraculous  recovery  from  the  eye 
injury  suffered  on  August  18,  1967.  On  that  fateful  night  he 
was  struck  in  the  left  eye  by  a  Jack  Hamilton  pitch,  and 
despite  a  gallant  effort  in  spring  training  of  1968,  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  his  baseball  career  had  come  to  an  end  be¬ 
cause  of  damaged  eyesight.  However,  after  sitting  out  the 
1968  season,  he  asked  for  a  pitching  tryout  in  the  instruc¬ 
tional  league  but  soon  demonstrated  that  he  could  hit 
again.  Eye  specialists  regard  his  recovery  a  near  miracle. 
His  1969  performance  with  20  home  runs  and  82  RBI’s  in 
141  games  proves  that  Tony  is  back  on  the  track  to  the 
stardom  predicted  for  him  before  the  injury.  And  it  earned 
him  the  1969  “Hutch”  award,  given  annually  to  the  player 
“who  best  exemplifies  the  fighting  spirit  and  burning 
desire  of  the  late  Fred  Hutchinson.”  Previous  winners  were 
Pete  Rose,  Carl  Yastrzemski,  Sandy  Koufax  and  Mickey 
Mantle. 

The  Red  Sox  had  to  outbid  14  other  teams  for  his  services 
after  he  had  starred  in  all  sports  at  St.  Mary’s  High  School 
in  Lynn.  He  is  single  and  has  had  some  success  as  a  rock 
and  roll  singer.

Easily  the  Red  Sox  MVP  of  1969  with  his  best  season  ever 
in  baseball.  Rico  broke  Vern  Stephens’  20-year-old 
American  League  record  for  home  runs  by  a  shortstop 
when  he  hit  No.  40  in  Washington  September  29.  He  was 
second  only  to  Reggie  Jackson  for  the  league’s  top 
slugging  percentage,  the  highest  finish  ever  for  an 
American  League  shortstop.  It  was  also  the  first  major 
league  season  in  which  Rico  avoided  injuries  and  arm 
problems.  He  also  credits  the  long  hours  playing  the 
drums  the  previous  winter  with  strengthening  his  wrists 
for  the  additional  power  he  displayed  in  1969.

His  work  in  community  relations  in 
Boston  earned  him  the  “Man  of  the  Year”  award  from  the 
BoSox  club,  made  up  of  baseball  boosters  in  the  area.

Again  in  1970,  Red  Sox  hopes  will  key  on  homegrown 
talent  from  the  Red  Sox  farm  system,  backed  up  by 
players  obtained  in  trades  for  other  homegrown  ball¬ 
players. 

Even  the  direction  of  the  club,  the  manager  and  three 
of  the  four  coaches  are  products  of  the  Red  Sox  farm 
system.  Manager  Edde  Kasko  moves  up  from  Louisville 
with  three  years  as  a  manager  in  the  system,  and 
coaches  Eddie  Popowski,  Don  Lenhardt  and  Charlie 
Wagner  are  veterans  of  the  system. 

Kasko  could  easily  field  a  team  of  homebred  stars  as 
follows:  George  Scott,  third  base,  Mike  Andrews,  second 
base,  Rico  Petrocelli,  shortstop,  Luis  Alvarado,  third 
base,  Cary  Yastrzemski,  Reggie  Smith  and  Tony  Conig- 
liaro  in  the  outfield,  Gerry  Moses,  catcher  and  any  num¬ 
ber  of  pitchers  who  are  all  products  of  the  farm  system. 
Other  key  players  for  the  Red  Sox  in  1970  came  to 
Boston  in  trade  for  other  players  who  had  been  groomed 
on  Boston  farm  clubs. 

Much  of  the  credit  must  go  to  Neil  Mahoney,  who 
headed  the  entire  farm  system  from  1961  through  1968, 
and  his  former  assistant  and  present  director  of  minor 
league  clubs,  Ed  Kenney.  It  was  under  their  direction 
that  the  scouting  system  was  revamped,  instructional 
methods  were  improved,  and  more  careful  screening 
of  prospects  was  accomplished  with  the  institution  of 
annual  evaluation  meetings  each  Fall  with  all  minor 
league  managers  and  top  scouts. 

The  wealth  of  promising  youngsters  gradually  moving  to 
the  major  leagues  has  come  about  because  of  careful 
selection  procedures  in  recent  free  agent  drafts.  In 
fact,  three  number  one  selections  of  recent  years, 
pitchers  Ken  Brett  and  Mike  Garman,  and  outfielder 
Billy  Conigliaro  all  have  strong  chances  to  make  the 
1970  club. 

The  men  listed  on  this  page  have  one  of  the  toughest 
and  most  important  jobs  in  baseball  —  scouting.  It  has 
become  more  complex  because  of  the  Vietnam  troubles 
and  the  free  agent  draft,  but  any  youngster  signing  with 
the  Red  Sox  knows  he  has  been  thoroughly  checked  out 
by  these  men  with  a  wealth  of  baseball  experience  and 
knowledge. 

And  the  youngster  fortunate  enough  to  join  the  Red  Sox 
organization  will  also  know  he  will  get  special  coaching 
on  his  way  to  Fenway  Park  from  such  great  Red  Sox 
names  as  Dorn  DiMaggio,  Frank  Malzone  and  Sam  Mele. 

Here  then  is  the  real  strength  of  any  ballclub  ...  its  farm 
system,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Red  Sox  it  is  presently  in 
excellent  hands  and  very  healthy.

One  of  the  all  time  favorite  Red  Sox  players,  Johnny 
returns  for  his  second  year  in  his  new  career  as  a 
broadcaster  for  the  Red  Sox.  Although  he  experienced 
some  rookie  nervousness  in  1969,  as  the  season  wore 
on  he  became  more  at  home  behind  a  microphone  and 
New  England  fans  enjoyed  his  “inside”  commentaries  on 
each  game. 

Johnny  was  twice  voted  the  top  shortstop  in  baseball, 
and  last  year  was  runnerup  to  Joe  Cronin  in  the  voting 
for  “Greatest  All  Time  Red  Sox  Shortstop.” 

He  broke  in  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1942  and  finished  his 
active  major  league  playing  career  with  Washington  in 
1954.  In  1955  he  was  a  player-coach  under  Ralph  Houk 
at  Denver,  and  then  managed  from  1956  through  1960 
in  the  Detroit  Tiger  farm  system.  He  returned  to  the 
Red  Sox  organization  as  manager  of  Seattle  in  1961  and 
1962,  and  managed  the  Red  Sox  in  1963  and  1964. 

Later  he  y/as  a  coach  for  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  and 
managed  in  their  farm  system  before  joining  the  Red 
Sox  broadcasting  crew  last  year. 

A  longtime  Greater  Boston  resident,  although  a  native 
of  Portland,  Oregon,  he  gained  a  large  New  England 
following  through  the  years  as  one  of  the  most  popular 
speakers  at  sports  banquets  all  over  the  area.
